1. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a semiconductor device comprising a plurality of bond pads arranged on a 
semiconductor chip with each bond pad comprising a bond region and a probe region, plurality 
of bond pads comprising two groups of bond pads with a first group of bond pads arranged with 
bond regions in a first direction and probe regions in a second direction and a second group of 
bond pads arranged with probe regions in the first direction and bond regions in second direction, 
first and second groups are arranged in an alternating manner with each member of first group 
adjacent member of second group and with the probe region of each member of first group 
adjacent the bond region of the adjacent member of the second group.
